The religious services were led by Brother Chirm, who read 
the 00th chapter of Isaiah. After singing', prayer was ottered 
by Henry Green. 

After roll call, and the approval of the minutes, two circu- 
lar letters from the Church Extension Society were presented 
by Bishop Scott, and read by the Secretary. 

Col. K. W. Mason, Superintendent of Education for Louisi- 
ana, was by vote invited to a seat within " the bar," and by 
request of the Ihshop, addressed the Conference. c 

Brother Diossy moved the following resolution, which was 
adopted by a rising vote unanimously. 

"That we have heard with great satisfaction the address 
of Col. E. W. Mason, and we would gratefully acknowledge 
the kindness and generous aid received during the year past, 
from the National Bureau, through its noble chief, General 
Howard, and his agent, Superintendent Mason of Louis- 
iana." 

Candidates for admission to full connection were now ex- 
amined, and received as follows : Levi Johnson, Abram Hil- 
ton. Henry Sims was discontinued. 

Question 2— Who remain on trial ! was answered as fol- 
lows: Felix Landre, Frank Manago, Charles Downs, Henry 
Grimes, John Wesley, John Sparks, Geo. Washington, M. C. 
Cole. 

Voted— That we adjust the record of William P. Forest and 
Samuel Armistead, by placing- their names on the class of 
Deacons of the second year. 

"Samuel Lewis," being an erroneous entry of last year, was 
omitted from those on trial. 

Josiah Fisk was continued on trial. 

Adjourned. 
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The Third \)\Y—J(inuanj 28. 

The religious services were conducted by Brother Ross. 
He read 1 John, 3rd chapter. After singing "Ol for a olofeer 
walk with God," &c, prayer was offered by J. M. Vance. 

The admission of candidates to full connection was re-, 
gamed. Presly Yarborough was admitted. John Lea was 
discontinued. 

Question 4— Who are the i)eaeons ! was thus answered; 
E. P- Koyal, E. Hay ward, E. Jackson, J. Gould, K. Hodge, 
J. R. Fennor, J. Ilayward, E. Green, W. Pi Forest, S. 
Armistead. 

J. Gould, 11. Hodge, E. Green were elected to Kldew 
orders. 

J. S. Harrison, M. D., an Elder, with certificate df location 
signed by bishop Janes, was readmitted by a unanimous 
vote. 

The question of Lay Delegation was introduced. The ac- 
tion of the General Conference of 1808 was read by the Secre- 
tary. The motion to concur with the recommendations of the 
General Conference was taken by yeas and nays : 

Whole number present and voting 25 

Whole number voting— Aye 25 

An afternoon session was ordered to open at o'clock. 

The Committee, in the ease of 8. Osborne, reported, " That 
after hearing the statements made in the presence of Brother 
Osborne, and his replies to the same, we agree unanimously 
to report that there is no sufficient cause for formal complaint 
nor regular charges against him for "improper temper, words, 
or actions.'' 

The Committee on the Third Year's Studies reported, re- 
commending that the class be required to procure all the 
books named for the 3rd year, if practicable, and that they be 
examined on the same at our ensuing Conference in 1871. 

Adjourned. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The religious services were conducted by Brother Forest. 
He read the 1st Psalm, and after all united in singing " Jesus 
tbe name high over all," offered prayer. 

Question 1— Who are admitted on trial? was answered 
thus: Austin Jones, Austin Kennedy, Horace Wallace, David 
Boss, W. M. Daily, John Brooks, William Murray, Perry Hall, 
Stephen Priestly, Henry T. Abbott. 

Several votes were taken on the place of our next meeting 
in 1871. Xot agreeing-, the Bishop was requested to appoint, 
and announced New Orleans. He said the particular church 
could be fixed by the city pastors. 

The Members of the Committee on Education, being all pre- 
siding elders, resigned, and the following were substituted :

The opening services were conducted by Brother Small. 
He read the 61st Psalm. After singing « Jesus, Redeemer of 
Mankind,* Brother Bryan offered prayer. 

The following were elected to orders as Local Deacons: 
Horace Wallace, David Ross, Henry T. Abbott, Perry Hall, 
KuiTilYork, Peter Brown. 

The following were elected to orders as Local Elders: 
Jacob Ueber, Elijah Blair. 

Reports were presented and adopted by the Chairmen of 
the following Committees : Freedrnen's Aid, Sabbath Schools, 
State of the Country, Education, Thompson University, 
Union Normal School, Temperance. 

L ucius C. Matlack, Scott Chinn, R, K. Diossy were ap- 
pointed Members of the Board of Trust of Thompson TTni. 
versify, 
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The Bishop made a few remarks, pressing upon the atten- 
tion of the Conference the importance of developing our work 
in the direction of both the white and black populat ion of the 
State. 

Last Year's Committee, on publishing the Minutes, reported 
a balance unpaid of $75. Subscriptions were taken up 
amounting to $40— leaving $35 due Brother Diossy. 

Brother Diossy was added to the Committee on Church Ex- 
tension. 

The Secretary presented, in part, the report on Statistics, 
and was authorized to complete it, and put it on record. 

AiuosGuuby was admitted to full connection. He voted 
"aye" on the Lay Delegation question. This makes the 
affirmative vote 26 in all. 

The Auditing Committee reported, the following balances 
of Missionary money, in the hands of the presiding Elders : E. 
K. Diossv, $180 ; J. M. Vance, $38 25; B. Williams, $225; 
A. Boss, $25.— Total $408 25. 

The presiding Elders were directed by the Bishop to pay 
these sums to the Secretary, to be by him forwarded to the 
Treasurer, at New York. 

The Bishop decided, when appealed to, that the money 
in Bro. Boss' hand during the year, for Franklin, should 
have been paid to Brother Osborne, and not to Brother Ken 
neday; because the appropriation was made to Franklin, 
where Brother Osborne preached. But if the .Missionary 
Committee should recommend it, lie would ask from the Mis- 
sionary Society, a special appropriation for Brother Osborne. 

An interesting letter from Dr. JSewman, was read by the 
Secretary, and it was acknowledged by a vote of thanks, for 
his kind wishes and good counsel. 

The Committee on Public Worship announced for the Sab 
bath : 

Preaching by Bishop Scott, at 10 J o'clock A. M., and 
The Ordination of Deacons. 

Preaching by L. C. Mat-lack, at 3 o'clock P. M., and 
The Ordination of Elders. 
Preaching by J. M. Vance, at 7| o'clock P. M. 
Adjourned, to meet at the call of the President. 



The Fifth Day— January 31. 

The religious services were conducted by Brother Biel. He 
read—Ephesians, 2nd Chapter. After singing, prayer was 
offered by Brother Armistead. 

The Chair was occupied by L. C. Matlack, by appointment 
of Bishop Scott, who was absent with the presiding Elders. 

Dr. J. 8. Harrison, acted as Secretary «pro tern.

Bev. Anthony Boss, through the Bishop, requested a Local 
relation, on account of poor health. It was granted by a 
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unanimous vote. (His name, hereafter, will be omitted from 
the roll of members of the Animal Conference. And he be- 
comes a Local Elder 5 and member of the Quarterly Conference 
of Wesley Chapel). 

A resolution on the Bible Society was adopted. (See Resolu- 
tions). 

Adam Jones, Colporteur of that society, spoke a few words. 

The report of Missionary appropriations was read and 
recorded* (See Appendix).

The interests of education are being promoted amon* : 
bv the incipient Thompson University, and the . -non Nona 1 
School. The prospect of the public school system been , ung 
a grand success under T.W. Conway, State Superintended 
is cause of special rejoicing. It is recommended that a senno, 
on education be preached by all our pastors during the fi«t 
quarter of the year. 

The Union formal School, in Xew Orleans, has property 
worth $12,000, and is out of debt. Two teachers are paid by 
tlnvFreedmen's Aid Society. Its outlay on this enterprise 
will not be less than $1,000 this year. Dr. Kust generously 
fitted up the lower rooms of the building, corner of Camp and 
Race street*, with desks and seats. The upper part is let for 
a private dwelling for $300 per annum. This with $2 or $.5 
per term from each student, for incidental expenses— provides 
tor current expenses, and prevent incurring debts.

The Thompson University Charter was accepted in 1867 
and its first Board of Trustees appointed, who must all be 
members of the M. E. Church. But they have not had any 
meetings, nor have they been able to do any thing for want of 
means. Dr. Bust in January 3, 1870, opened a school on the 
premises of Mr. 'John Baldwin, and furnished the rooms with 
desks and seats. Dr. Wright has agreed to instruct a class 
who might desire to study for the ministry . At the last report 
from the Lady Principal, sixteen pupils were under instruc- 
tion. Tuition and books are without cost. The price ot 
living is low. Students may obtain board with the planters, 
or at the Orphan's Ilome. 

Dr. J. F. Wright, in a letter to the Conference says of the' 
students now there : " All are somewhat matured in age and 
advanced in study. There is a class of five in Latin, a class of 
two in Algebra, All seem aspiring and apply themselves. 
They are orderly and easily governed. Piety prevails. The 
school week is closed up on Friday with a good prayer meet- 
ing led by one of the students." 



The Temperance platform of our Church is based on the 
total abstinence principle. This should be clearly stated by 
the Conference and by the preachers. And our people and 
our official members should be carefully examined as to their 
obedience to the Discipline on this subject. The people who 
have so recently obtained their freedom are in great danger 
of intemperance. Unless the Christian Church is faithful, the 
people will be destroyed. In view of the great importance of 
organized and earnest effort, the Bishop is requested to ap- 
point Rev. Dr. J. S. Harrison as Temperance Agent within 
the bounds of this Conference. This request is signed by R 
K - Diossy, E. Hayward, A. Koss. 

Church Extension Society, whose headquarters is at 
1018 Arch street, Philadelphia, authorized, as the aggregate 
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appropriation to this Conference, for last year, $5,000. Appli- 
cations, in due form, were forwarded for less tlian that sum. 
During- the vear $750 has been received, i e., $500 for Sixth 
street Church ; $250 for Poet street Church. And in Novein 
ber last, Rev. Dr. Kynett informed onr Conference Church 
Extension Society, that we shonJd have no more assistance 
unless a claim of $5,000 against Ames Church, on loan, was 
first paid. This loan having been granted before our auxiliary 
Society was organized ; and we not having approved the ap- 
plication fbr the loan, it should not debar our applications. It 
seems to us to be as unjust as it is inexpedient. And it has 
greatly embarrassed us and discouraged our people. And it 
• is the judgment of the Committee, that this loan should be 
held to be a separate and private matter between that church 
and the parent Society ; and not be named in connection with 
the $5,000 promised to other burdened and suttering churches 
in this Conference. 



The Orphan's Home had been removed since our last Con- 
ference from the Marine Hospital in New Orleans to a large 
plantation on the Teche. Large outlays have been made to 
prepare suitable buildings yet incomplete. One hundred 
children are provided for. The Legislature of last year made 
a timely appropriation of money to replenish the Treasury, 
which brought them through the past year. The Treasurers 
report gives receipts and disbursements as follows:

That the Secretary be instructed to provide a supply of till 
necessary blanks for Q. Conference action, and for pastors' re 
ports-to he ready for the preachers and presiding elders, i 
possible,, within the first quarter of the year. 
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That the Secretary be authorized to publish 500 copies of 
the Minutes at an expense of not over ten cents per copy, and 
report the expense and receipts at the next Annual Con- 
ference. 



That the Presiding Elders.be instructed, if practicable, to 
counsel with the District Stewards, by an early meeting of 
the same, or otherwise; and that they be authorized to take 
up collections at each quarterly meeting to meet their ex- 
penses, and report the amounts received in the statistical 
report of our next Annual Conference. 



That hereafter this Conference will require the proper paper! 
to be presented from the Quarterly Conferences in the case of 
recommendations for orders, or for admission to the traveling 
connection. 



That we return thanks to the citizens of Baton Rouge for 
their uniform kindness and generous hospitality to the mem- 
bers of this Conference. 

That we return our thanks to the members of this church 
for the use of their house, and for the pains they have taken 
to make us comfortable.
